Rear Admiral Prince Louis of 
Battenberg w as received by the pres­ 
ident and Mrs. Roosevelt at 3 o’clock 
p. rn. 
The prince was the bearer of a 
personal m essage of good will from 
King Edward to President Roosevelt 
and was presented to the president by 
Sir Henry M ortimer Durand, the Brit­ 
ish am bassador. The presentation was 
made the occasion for a brilliant recep­ 
tion. 
At night the British am bassador 
and Lady Durand gave a state dinner 
to their distinguished house guest, fol­ 
lowed hy a large reception and ball. 
Not since Prince Henry of Prussia 
w as a guest of the German em bassy 
at Washington has a royal visitor been 
he recipient of greater honors than 
those with which 
Britain’s 
admiral 
nrince has been welcomed to the na­ 
tional capital.
